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The  information  contained  in  this  summary  was  compiled  from  material 
received  from  the  plant  quarantine  official  of  California  and  has  been  ap- 
proved by  him.    It  is  Issued  for  the  convenience  of  plant  quarantine  in- 
spectors, shippers,  transportation  agents,  truckers,  and  others  concerned 
in  the  interstate  movement  of  plants,  plant  products,  and  other  materials 
subject  to  State  regulation  on  account  of  plant  pests. 

The  summary  for  California  gives  the  general  requirements  for  shipping 
nursery  stock  into  that  State,  as  well  as  digests  of  the  State  plant  quar- 
antines and  regulations  affecting  interstate  shipments.    An  appendix  fur- 
nishes information  on  post-office  requirements  for  mailing  plants,  as  well 
as  terminal-inspection  procedure.    This  summary  does  not  include  digests  of 
nursery-stock  or  plant -quarantine  requirements  relating  to  the  movement  of 
plants  entirely  within  the  State. 

The  information  contained  in  this  circular  was  prepared  by  Juliet  H. 
Carrington,  Division  of  Plant  Quarantines,  and  is  believed  to  be  correct 

and  complete  up  to  the  time  of  preparation,  but  it  is  not  intended  to  be 
used  independently  of  or  as  a  substitute  for  the  original  texts  of  the 
regulations  and  quarantines,  and  it  is  not  to  be  interpreted  as  legally 
authoritative.    For  detailed  information  address  the  Chief,  Bureau  of  Plant 
Quarantine,  State  Department  of  Agriculture,  Sacramento  lh,  California. 

In  addition  to  State  requirements,  shippers  will  need  to  take  into 
consideration  applicable  plant  quarantines  of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture.    In  most  instances  these  quarantines  regulate  the  inter- 
state movement  of  specified  plants,  plant  products,  and  other  articles 
from  designated  regulated  areas.    However,  some  of  these  quarantines  regu- 
late the  interstate  movement  of  certain  articles  into  designated  protected 
areas.    Copies  of  such  quarantines  may  be  obtained  from  the  Bureau  of 
Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  Washington  25,  D.  C.

Summary  of  General  Nursery -Stock  Shipping  Requirements 
(Agri.  Code  191*1,  as  amended  19^7,  sees.  100,111, 1H, 115, 120 ) 

Definition  of  Nursery  Stock. --Any  plant  for  planting,  propagation,  or 
ornamentation. 

Definition  of  Plant. --Parts  of  plants,  trees,  plant  products,  shrubs,  vines, 
fruits,  vegetables,  seeds,  bulbs,  stolons,  tubers,  corms,  pips,  cuttings, 
scions,  buds,  grafts,  and  fruit  pits. 

General  Shipping  Requirements. --Each  shipment  of  plants  into  California 
must  be  marked  to  show  name  and  address  of  shipper  or  owner,  name  of  con- 
signee, contents,  and  State  or  country  where  contents  were  grown.    Any  per- 
son transporting,  receiving,  or  importing  into  the  State  any  things  against 
which  quarantine  has  been  established  or  any  plants  must  immediately  notify 
the  California  Director  of  Agriculture,  or  the  County  Commissioner  of  the 
county  of  destination,  of  their  arrival  and  must  hold  them  for  inspection. 

When  any  shipment  of  plants  into  the  State  is  found  to  be  or  "there  is 
reasonable  cause  to  presume  that  it  may  be"  infested  or  infected  with  any 
pest  liable  to  be  detrimental  to  agriculture,  the  shipment  shall  be  des- 
troyed, returned,  or  treated  or  processed. 

It  is  unlawful  to  sell  any  nursery  stock  without  an  annual  license  ob- 
tained from  the  California  Director  of  Agriculture.    The  license  shall  be 
issued  to  any  person  selling  plants  at  any  place  in  the  State  on  payment  of 
a  minimum  fee  of  $15.    An  additional  foe  of  $15  must  be  paid  for  each 
branch  sales  location,  and  5°  cents  for  each  acre  or  portion  thereof  after 
the  first  acre.    The  foe  for  such  acreage  shall  not  exceed  $15.    The  appli- 
cant must  satisfy  the  Director  of  good  faith  in  carrying  on  a  nursery  busi- 
ness.   Fees  for  license  renewal  must  be  paid  between  April  1  and  July  1  of 
each  year.    The  license  expires  on  June  30  following  date  of  issue.  Per- 
sons selling  flowers  and  plants  at  retail  for  indoor  decorative  purposes 
only  and  persons  selling  only  seeds  are  not  required  to  have  a  license. 

Plant  Materials  Subject  to  Terminal  Inspection 

The  State  of  California  has  arranged,  under  the  plan  outlined  in  the 
appendix,  for  terminal  inspection  of  the  following  materials t  All  florists' 
stock,  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings,  grafts,  scions,  buds,  fruit  pits  and 
other  seeds  of  fruit  and  ornamental  trees  or  shrubs,  and  other  plants  and 
plant  products  in  the  raw  or  unmanufactured  state,  except  vegetable  and 
flower  seeds. 

The  State  has  also  arranged  for  the  enforcement  of  all  the  California 
quarantines  summarized,  with  the  exception  of  elm  tree  diseases,  oak  wilt, 

and  peach  wart.

Summary  of  State  Quarantines  and  of  Sec.  118  of  the  Agricultural  Code 

Boll  Weevil  and  Other  Cotton  Pests 
(Quarantine  Proclamation  %  effective  June  16,  1939,  as  amended 
July  23,  1941,  Sept.  25,  1951,  and  Nov.  16,  1951) 

Seed  cotton  and  cottonseed : -~ (l)  From  infested  areas:    Seed  cotton  or  cot- 
tonseed grown  in  any  State  where  cultivated  cotton  is  infested  with  toll 
weevil  or  pink  bollworm  is  prohibited  from  moving  into  California. 

(2)  From  noninfested  areas:    Such  commodities  are  admissible  from  nonin- 
fested  areas  only  under  permit  issued  by  the  California  Director  of 
Agriculture,  specifying  treatment  required.    The  application  should  state 
the  purpose  for  which  the  seed  is  intended  and  be  accompanied  by  a  state- 
ment signed  by  the  authorized  official  of  the  State  of  origin  that  the  com- 
modities will  be  inspected  and  so  certified  before  shipment.    A  copy  of  the 
certificate  should  be  mailed  in  advance  of  shipment  to  the  Director  of 
Agriculture,  Sacramento,  California. 

Unmanufactured  cotton. --Cotton  lint,  lintera,  waste,  sweepings,  samples,  or 
any  form  of  unmanufactured  cotton  may  be  moved  into  California  from  any 
State  only  under  permit  issued  by  the  California  Director  of  Agriculture, 
specifying  treatment  required. 

Cottonseed  cake  and  meal . --Cottonseed  cake  and  meal  and  sacks  in  which  they 
are  shipped  will  be  admitted  into  California  from  any  State  only  whon  free 
from  whole  cottonseed  and  when  accompanied  by  State-of-origin  certification 
that  sacks  or  other  containers  are  new  and  not  previously  used  to  contain 
seed  cotton,  cottonseed,  or  cottonseed  byproducts. 

Used  cotton  bagging  or  other  cotton  containers,  and  secondhand  rags. - -Exc ept 
for  new  containers,  as  provided  above,  these  restricted  articles  will  be 
admitted  into  California  only  under  permit  issued  by  the  California  Director 
of  Agriculture  or  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  when  fumigated 
upon  arrival,  as  specified,  or  when  moved  direct  to  a  conversion  mill  ap- 
proved by  the  Director. 

Picking,  baling,  ginning,  and  milling  machinery.  - -The  movement  of  such 
machinery  into  California  is  prohibited  unless  (l)  it  has  been  cleaned  to 
free  it  of  all  cotton  plants,  parts,  and  trash  capable  of  harboring  live 
cotton  pests,  (2)  It  has  been  fumigated  as  specified,  and  (3)  it  is  accomp- 
anied by  official  certification  of  inspection  for  and  freedom  from  contami- 
nation and  of  fumigation  (date  and  details  of  treatment  are  required). 

Used  cotton  picking  bags. --Such  bags  are  prohibited  from  moving  into 
California  except  through  a  California  border  quarantine  station  where  such 
bags  will  be  treated  as  specified  under  supervision  of  a  California  quaran- 
tine inspector.

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Cotton  Peats  (Cont.  ) 

Railroad  cars. --Railroad  cars  that  have  "been  used  in  the  transportation  of 
seed  cotton,  cottonseed,  lint,  or  hulls,  must  be  treated  and  cleaned  upon 
arrival  at  California  points. 

Spanish  moss. --Plants  and  all  parts  of  Spanish  moss  (Tillandsia  usneoides) 
in  a  fresh,  vegetative  state  will  not  he  admitted  into  California  as  pack- 
ing or  otherwise.    There  are  no  restrictions  on  the  movement  into  the  State 
of  Spanish  moss  as  "vegetable  hair,"  or  when  otherwise  so  manufactured  or 
processed  as  to  eliminate  boll  weevil. 

Automobiles,  movables,  etc.,  held  in  quarantine. -■ -Automobile  3,  trailers, 
trucks,  and  other  vehicles,  baggage,  personal  effects,  emigrant  movables, 
farm  implements,  other  field  appliances,  and  used  household  and  camping 
effects  and  implements  arriving  in  California  from  Alabama,  Arizona, 
Arkansas,  Florida,  Georgia,  Kentucky,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Missouri, 
New  Mexico,  North  Carolina,  Oklahoma,  South  Carolina,  Tennessee,  Texas, 
and  Virginia  are  held  in  quarantine  until  inspected. 

Permits .  - -Appllcati oris  for  penults  required  by  this  quarantine  should  be 
sent  to  the  Director  of  Agriculture,  Sacramento  Ik,  California.    See  also 
Applications  for  permits,  p.  2h. 

Any  quarantine  regulations  promulgated  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  on  the  interstate  movement  of  the  articles  or  commodities  re- 
stricted hereunder  shall  supersede  these  provisions,  and  the  articles  or 
commodities  from  the  areas  covered  by  Federal  quarantines  may  enter 
California  only  in  accordance  with  Federal  regulations;  provided,  that  if 
such  regulations  are  not  enforced  as  to  any  State  or  portion  thereof,  then 
the  provisions  herein  set  forth  shall  be  in  force  and  effect,  l/ 


TJ    The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  promulgated  and  is  enforcing  a  Federal 
quarantine  (No.  52)  pertaining  to  the  pink  bollworm,  which  regulates  the 
interstate  movement  of  regulated  articles  from  regulated  areas  in  Arizona, 
Louisiana,  New  Mexico,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas  to  points  outside  thereof.

Cherry  fruits  grown,  packed,  or  stored  in  and  shipped  from  the  nonin- 
feated  areas  will  be  admitted  into  California  when  each  lot  or  shipment  is 
officially  certified  from  origin,  stating  the  locality  where  such  cherries 
were  grown  and  packed,  where  stored  (if  stored),  and  names  and  addresses  of 
grower,  shipper,  and  consignee.

Citrus  fruits. — Citrus  fruits  will  be  admitted  into  California  from  the 
area,  under  quarantine  only  when  the  California  Director  of  Agriculture  has 
issued  to  the  proper  official  of  the  State  of  origin  a  master  permit  desig- 
nating areas  or  localities  within  that  State  from  which  citrus  fruits  may 
be  admitted  into  California,  and  setting  forth  any  treatment  manner  of 
transportation,  permit  or  certification  requirements,  and  other  restric- 
tions to  be  met  at  point  of  origin. 

Conditions  governing  issuance  of  master  permits. --Master  permits  will  not 
be  issued  to  admit  citrus  fruits  from  any  area  or  locality  under  quarantine 

(1)  where  any  species  of  the  fruit-fly  family  Trypetidae  that  attacks  cit- 
rus is  known  to  occur,  unloBs  all  movement  of  citrus  fruits  therefrom  is 
under  regulation  by  and  under  permit  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture, 

(2)  unless  adequate  official  surveys  for  citrus  canker  have  been  made  in 
such  State  during  each  of  the  3  years  previous  to  date  of  shipment,  (3) 
where  citrus  canker  occurs  or  has  been  known  to  occur  within  3  years  pre- 
vious to  date  of  shipment,  and  (h)  where  any  other  injurious  insect  or 
other  pest  or  plant  disease  occurs  which  does  not  occur  or  is  not  generally 
established  in  California  and  which  might  be  transported  into  the  State. 

Permits  required  for  each  lot  or  shipment  of  citrus  fruits . - -Up on  i ss uanc e 
of  a  master  permit  the  California  Director  o'f  Agriculture  will  furnish  the 
proper  State  official  with  shipping  permits  to  be  attached  to  each  con- 
tainer, or  waybill  covering  each  lot  or  shipment,  of  citrus  fruits  provided 
each  such  shipment  conforms  with  the  provisions  of  the  master  permit. 

Florida  master  permit. --All  citrus  fruits,  except  limes,  shipped  from 
Florida  to  California  (l)  must  have  been  grown  at  and  shipped  from  points 
outside  the  counties  of  Broward,  Collier,  Dade,  and  Monroe  and  (2)  must  be 
treated  as  prescribed  by  the  California  Director  of  Agriculture  for  surface 
pests.    Applications  for  shipping  permits  should  be  made  to  the  Plant 
Commissioner,  State  Plant  Board,  Gainesville,  Florida.

Texas  master  permit. --Citrus  fruits  which  have  been  treated,  as  prescribed 
"by  the  California  Director  of  Agriculture,  for  surface  pests  may  be  ship- 
ped to  California  from  the  entire  counties  of  Brooks,  Cameron,  Dimmit, 
Hidalgo,  La  Salle,  Webb,  and  Willacy,  and  that  portion  of  Jim  Wells  County 
lying  south  of  Highway  ikl  and  a  line  projected  due  west  to  the  Jim  Wells- 
Duval  County  line  from  the  point  of  intersection  of  Highways  ihl  and  66. 
Applications  for  shipping  permits  should  be  made  to  the  Chief,  Division  of 
Plant  Quarantines,  State  Department  of  Agriculture,  Austin,  Texas. 

Citrus  fruits  in  stores  or  provisions  of  carriers . --During  the  validity  of 
any  master  permit  citrus  fruits  from  the  designated  area  may  be  carried  as 
stores  or  provisions  of  ships,  airplanes,  railway  diners,  and  private  rail- 
way cars  from  such  area  (l)  if  officially  stamped  or  marked,  at  origin  in  a 
manner  satisfactory  to  the  California  Director  of  Agriculture,  and  (2)  if 
retained  aboard  such  vehicle  while  in  California. 

Automobiles,  other  vehicles,  baggage,  and  other  effects. --Automobiles, 
automobile  trailers,  trucks,  and  other  vehicles,  baggage,  personal  effects, 
emigrant  movables,  household  effects  and  implements,  and  camping  effects 
and  implements  arriving  in  California  from  any  State  or  Territory  will  be 
placed  in  quarantine  until  inspection  determines  that  they  are  free  of  all 
varieties  of  citrus  fruits  and  citrus  plants  and  parts  thereof,  including 
bud3,  scions,  and  seeds. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Florida  and  Texas  master  permits  (see 
page  8)  treated  citrus  fruits  which  are  packed  and  transported  in  lidded 
unopened  containers  bearing  shipping  permits  may  be  carried  in  private 
passenger  vehicles.

Conditions  governing  shipment  from  Infested  area . --Restricted  plants  and 
parte  thereof  from  the  infested  area  will  be  admitted  under  any  one  of  the 
following  conditions:  (l)  If  completely  defoliated  on  arrival  in  California; 
(2)  if  fumigated  and  so  certified  by  the  State  of  origin,  using  facilities 
and  methods  approved  in  writing  "by  the  California  Director  of  Agriculture; 
or  (3)  under  permit  of  the  Director  for  limited  quantities  of  varieties  not 
obtainable  in  California,  subject  to  specified  conditions.    See  Applications 
for  permits,  p.  2k. 

Conditions  governing  shipment  from  nonlnfested  area. --No  restrictions  are 
placed  on  the  entry  of  restricted  plants  from  Arizona.    Gardenia  plants  are 
admissible  from  any  other  noninfested  State  only  under  one  of  the  three  con- 
ditions 3tated  in  the  preceding  paragraph.    Other  restricted  plants  will  he 
admitted  under  any  one  of  those  three  conditions,  or  if  they  are  accompanied 
by  an  official  certificate  of  the  State  of  origin  that  (l)  they  have  been

Restricted  products . --Sweetpotato  and  morning-glory  (Ipomoea  spp.  and 
Convolvulus  spp . )  plants  and  parts  thereof  ;  sweetpotato  tubers  and  so- 
called  yams  (I.  batatas) . 

Restrictions. --Restricted  products,  except  tubers,  if  grown,  packed,  or 
stored  in,  or  shipped  from  the  infested  area,  may  not  enter  California. 
Cured  sweetpotato  tubers  that  have  been  grown,  packed,  or  stored  in,  or 
shipped  from  the  infested  area  will  be  admitted  only  when  each  shipment  or 
lot  is  accompanied  by  certification  of  the  State  of  origin  that  such  sweet- 
potatoes  have  been  fumigated  by  an  approved  method,  using  facilities  ap- 
proved by  tho  California  Director  of  Agriculture,  and  protected  from 
post -treatment  infestation. 

Restricted  products  are  admissible  into  California  from  the  nonin- 
fested  area  when  certification  is  given  by  the  State  of  origin  that  such 
products  were  grown,  packed,  and  stored  in  and  shipped  from  the  noninfested 
area  and  have  not  at  any  time  been  handled  in  the  infested  area  or  packed 
or  stored  in  conjunction  with  tubers  originating  within  the  infested  area. 

Morning-glories  are  admissible  without  certificate  from  the  noninfested 
area. 

Treatment  and  origin  certificates  must  also  set  forth  name  and  address 
of  shipper,  number  and  kind  of  containers  in  shipment  or  lot,  manner  of 
shipment,  and  car  initials  and  number  if  shipped  by  rail.    A  copy  of  each 
such  certificate  must  be  mailed  at  time  of  shipment  to  the  Director  of 
Agriculture,  Sacramento,  California.

Applications  for  Permits 

Applications  for  permits  to  bring  in  such  restricted  articles  as  may 
be  moved  into  California  under  permit,  in  accordance  with  provisions  of 
certain  of  the  above -summarized  quarantine  proclamations,  should  be  made  to 
the  Director  of  Agriculture,  Sacramento,  California,  by  the  person  in 
California  desiring  to  obtain  such  articles  and  should  show  the  following: 

(1)  Kind  of  plants  or  plant  products  it  is  desired  to  obtain. 

(2)  Name  and  address  of  the  consignor. 

(3)  Locality  where  the  articles  were  grown. 

(k)    Quantity  of  the vimportation  or  number  of  packages. 

(5)  Terminal  point  of  delivery  in  California. 

(6)  Name  and  address  of  the  consignee  in  California  to  whom  the 

permit  should  be  sent. 

Permits  issued  by  the  Director  3hall  specify  the  manner  of  shipment 
and  the  treatment  required  as  a  condition  of  entry. 


Living  Insects  and  Plant  Diseases 
(Extracts  from  the  Agri.  Code  of  Calif.,  Pt.  T.  Agri.  Code  Extracts 
(Ch. 25, Stat. 1933, August  21,  1933) --General  Provisions,  110) 

"It  is  unlawful  to  import  into  or  ship  or  transport  within  the  State, 
except  for  the  purpose  of  identification,  any  pest,  live  insect  or  disease 
unless  such  shipment  or  transportation  is  authorized  under  written  permit 
and  the  regulations  of  the  director  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture.    Any  unauthorized  shipment  shall  be  returned  to  the  point  of 
origin,  shipped  out  of  the  State,  or  destroyed  within  hd  hours  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  owner  or  bailee . "

APPENDIX 


Regulromonts  for  Mailing  Plants  and  Plant  Products 

Under  the  postal  laws  and  regulations,  nursery  stock,  including  all 
field-grown  florists'  stock,  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings,  grafts, 
scions,  buds,  fruit  pits,  and  other  seeds  of  fruit  and  ornamental  trees 
or  shrubs,  and  other  plants  and  plant  products  for  propagation,  including 
strawberry  plants  (excopt  field,  vegetable,  and  flower  seeds,  bedding 
plants  and  other  herbaceous  plants,  bulbs,  and  roots),  may  be  admitted  to 
the  mails  only  when  accompanied  by  a  State  inspection  certificate  to  the 
offoct  that  the  nursery  or  promises  from  which  such  stock  is  shipped  has 
been  inspected  within  a  year  and  found  free  from  injurious  insects  and 
plant  diseases.    Parcels  containing  such  nursery  stock  must  be  plainly 
marked  to  show  the  nature  of  tbo  contents  and  the  name  and  address  of  the 
sender.    (Postal  Laws  and  Regulations  19J+8,  sec.  j5£7  )    Inspection  and 
certification  must  be  done  by  a  plant  quarantine  official  of  the  State  of 
origin.    An  individual  mailing  of  such  plants  or  plant  products,  if  from 
uninspected  premises,  will  also  be  accepted  upon  examination  and  certifi- 
cation by  a  State  plant  quarantine  official.    The  address  of  the  California 
plant  quarantine  official  is  given  in  the  preceding  summary . 

Terminal  Inspection  of  Mail  Shipments  of  Plants  and  Plant  Products 
(Act. Mar.  4,  1915,  as  amended  Juno  4,  1936;  Postal  Laws 
and  Regulations  19^8,  sac. 35.26) 

Establishment  of  Terminal  Inspection.  -  -Any  State  desiring  to  operate 
under  the  provisions  of  the  terminal  inspection  law  so  as  to  regulate  the 
movement  of  mail  shipments  of  plants  and  plant  products  into  (or  within) 
the  State  may,  after  having  provided  therefor  at  State  expense  and  having 
designated  one  or  more  places  where  inspection  will  be  maintained,  arrange 
to  have  such  mail  shipments  turned  over  to  State  plane  quarantine  Inspectors, 
for  examination  at  designated  inspection  points.    Application  will  be  made 
to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  by  submitting  a  list  of  plants  and  plant 
products  and  the  plant  posts  transmitted  thereby,  which  are  to  be  examined. 
The  list,  when  approved  in  whole  or  in  part,  will  be  transmitted  to  the 
Postmaster  General  whereupon  postmasters  will  be  informed  and  instructed. 

Anyone  mailing  a  parcel  containing  any  plants  or  plant  products  ad- 
dressed to  any  place  within  a  State  maintaining  terminal  inspection  there- 
of ia  required,  under  the  law,  to  have  the  parcel  plainly  marked  on  the 
outside  to  show  the  nature  of  the  contents.    Materials  shipped  under  Federal 
quarantine  certificates  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant 
Quarantine  may  be  exempted  from  terminal  inspection  at  the  option  of  the 
receiving  State. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  1936  amendment  to  the  law,  any  State  may 
arrange  through  Federal  channels,  after  approval  by  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  as  indicated  above,  to  regulate  or  prohibit  the  movement  into 
(or  within)  the  State  of  mail  shipments  of  designated  plants  and  plant 
products  the  movement  of  which  would  constitute  a  violation  of  State 
plant  quarantine  laws  or  regulations . 


Terminal  Inspection  Procedure. — Upon  arrival  in  any  State  maintaining 
terminal  inspection,  plants  or  plant  products  named  on  the  approved  list 
will  "be  forwarded  by  the  postmaster  at  destination  to  the  nearest  in- 
spection point.    If  the  plants  or  plant  products  are  found,  upon  inspec- 
tion, to  be  free  from  injurious  pests  and  not  in  violation  of  any  plant 
quarantine  or  regulation  of  the  State  of  destination  or  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agricultire,  or  if  disinfested  when  they  are  found  infested, 
such  plants  or  plant  products  will  then  be  forwarded  by  the  postmaster  at 
the  point  of  inspection  to  the  addressee  upon  payment  of  postage. 

If  plants  or  plant  products,  upon  inspection,  are  found  to  be  in- 
fested with  injurious  pests  and  cannot  be  satisfactorily  disinfested,  or 
are  in  violation  of  any  plant  quarantine  or  regulation  of  the  State  of 
destination  or  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  the  post- 
master upon  notification  by  the  State  inspector  will  inform  the  sender 
that  the  parcel  will  be  returned  to  him  upon  his  request  and  at  his  ex- 
pense.   In  default  of  such  request  the  parcel  will  be  turned  over  to  the 
State  authorities  for  destruction. 

Terminal  inspection  of  plants  and  plant  products  is  now  maintained 
by  Arizona,  Arkansas,  California,  District  of  Columbia,  Florida,  Hawaii, 
Idaho,  Minnesota,  Mississippi,  Montana,  Oregon,  Puerto  Rico,  Utah,  and 
Washington.    Plants  and  plant  products  subject  to  terminal  inspection  and 
places  where  terminal -inspection  service  is  maintained  are  listed  at  the 
end  of  the  summary  of  the  general  nursery- stock  shipping  requirements  for 
each  of  the  above-mentioned  States,  District,  and  Territories. 

Procedure  for  Paying  Forwarding  Postage . --Methods  of  paying  forwarding 
postage  are  provided  to  expedite  the  handling  of  parcels  subject  to  ter- 
minal inspection,  as  follows:     (l)  The  addressee  may  have  the  parcels  ad- 
dressed to  himself  in  care  of  the  State  inspector  at  a  designated  terminal 
inspection  point  in  the  State  of  destination  and  provide  the  inspector 
with  postage  for  forwarding  the  inspected  plants;  or  (2)  the  addressee 
may  arrange  with  the  sender  to  place  on  the  parcels  a  pledge  reading, 
"Forwarding  postage  guaranteed,"  whereupon  the  additional  postage  for 
forwarding  will  be  collected  from  the  addressee.
